ers of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
company faced possible legal action 
Friday night by a committee formed 
recently under sponsorship of insur- 
ance companies. 


John W. .Stedman. vice president of 


the Prudential Insurance company, 
heads the committee which has hired 
lawyers to decide .whether legal pro- 
ceedings should be started as a result 
of the railroad's use of its funds to 
purchase its own stocks and bonds in 
the depressed markets of 1930 and 1931.
